Under the Government's War-time Programme eight cottages were 
allocated to the District. Four of these cottages have been completed 
and work is in progress on the remainder. 


Inspection and Supervision of Food, 


Premises used for the production of food have been inspected 
and action taken where necessary. 


Refuse Collection. 
As reported last year, refuse is collected in a few of the larger 


villages only. Arrangements are being made to acquire a central dump 
and for periodic collections throughout the District.
